The  amendment  group,  according  to 
Larsen,  received  verbal  permission  from 
Dean  of  Students,  J.  Elliot  Cameron, 
Saturday  to  go  ahead  with  their  petition 
efforts. 

“I  really  don’t  see  how  anyone  who  is 
open-minded  could  be  against  this . . it’s 
not  emotional  and  has  nothing  to  do  with 
personalities,”  said  Larsen.  “We’ve  waited 
until  now  just  so  this  whole  ‘Recall  Walton’ 
thing  could  cool  down  so  as  to  concentrate 
on  a real  weakness  in  the  constitution.” 


THE  PANEL,  composed  of  Boyd 
Erickson  representing  Geneva  Steel;  Lynn 
Thatcher,  head  of  the  Utah  Department  of 
Environmental  Health;  Glen  Sagers,  of  the 
City-County  Health  Dept.;  Dr.  James  Baer, 
BYU  Professor  of  Geology;  and  Dr.  David 
A.  White,  BYU  Professor  of  Zoology,  was 
sponsored  by  the  environment 
sub-committee  of  Spectrum. 

To  illustrate  the  oversimplification  point, 
Ericksor\  used  a question  that  has  long 
been  in  the  minds  of  many  common 
citizens.  “We  are  asked  at  times  by 
engineers  in  our  own  discipline,  don’t  we 
have  the  technology  available  now  to 
control  pollution?” 

The  answer,  said  Erickson,  is,  “No,  we 
don’t  have  all  the  technology  necessary, 
available  with  commercial  applications.” 
He  explained  that  many  processes  are 
currently  being  tested  that  may  solve  the 
problems.  There  are  even  some,  he  noted, 
that  have  been  proven  successful,  but  not 
on  a major  industrial  scale. 

HE  GAVE  the  example  of  fluorine,  a 
common  pollutant  in  Geneva’s  operations, 
and  said  that  processes  are  available  to 
filter  out  fluorine  but  not  in  the  small 
quantities  that  it  appears  in  their 
operations.  Yet  on  a total  scale,  the  output 
of  fluorine  from  Geneva’s  steelmaking 
process  is  significant. 

Many  people  believe  the  technology  is 
available  and  do  not  understand  the 
enormous  complexity  of  applying  what  is 
available  to  industrial  use. 

Erickson  said  one  of  the  problems  is  the 


Benefits,  dangers  cited 
in  usage  of  pesticides 


Pesticides— pros  and  cons— were  discussed 
during  Friday  Review  last  Friday  in  the 
Varsity  Theater. 

The  sparse  audience  heard  Dr.  William  D. 
Buchanan,  a veteran  of  33  years  with  the 
U5.  Forest  Service,  and  Dr.  Clayton  M. 
White,  of  the  BYU  Zoology  Department, 
agree  that  the  use  of  pesticides  is  probably 
necessary.  But  after  Buchanan  cited  the 
“Benefits  of  using  pesticides,”  White 
reiterated  the  “objections  to  the  use”  of 
such  pesticides  as  DDT. 

Small  applications  of  DDT  are  very 
effective,  said  Buchanan,  and  it  “is  magic 


in  the  way  it  controls  many  insects.”  For 
the  sake  of  increased  food  production  and 
the  acceptable  control  of  disease  “we  can’t 
go  along  without  the  use  of  pesticides,”  he 
contended.  He  urged  proper  safety- 
precautions  in  the  use  pesticides  to  avoid 
and  prevent  accidents. 

White  noted  that  pesticides  such  as  DDT 
are  not  “target-specific,”  since  they  kill  or 
maim  many  living  organisms  in  the 
environment  of  the  pest  being  controlled. 
He  expressed  an  opinion  that  pesticides 
such  as  DDT  with  long-term  “residual 
effects”  need  not  be  used  now  because 
there  are  alternatives  available.

gigantic  cost  of  such  processes.  He  pointed 
out  that  his  company  must  have  300 
million  gallons  of  water  a day  circulating 
through  their  plant.  Most  of  this  water 
must  be  cleaned  before  they  can  use  it,  he 
noted,  and  then  must  be  cleaned  again 
before  it  is  discharged  into  Utah  Lake.  He 
also  noted  that  they  must  clean  300 
million  cubic  feet  of  gas  a day.  The  costs 
he  said,  are  heavy.

Hoover  speaks  on  campus  unrest 


The  following  story  is  an  open 
letter  to  college  students  by  FBI 
director  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  in  which 
he  outlines  the  tactics  used  by 
extremists  in  their  efforts  to 
promote  campus  unrest. 

Pres.  Richard  M.  Nixon  said  of 
the  article,  “Mr,  Hoover’s  letter  is 
a cogent  and  enlightening  analysis 
of  the  strategy  these  extremists 
employ  as  they  attempt  to  trick 
college  students  into  support  of 
lawlessness,  disruption  and 
violence.’’ 


By  J.  EDGAR  HOOVER 


As  a 1970  college  student,  you 
belong  to  the  best  educated,  most 
sophisticated,  most  poised 
generation  in  our  history. 

The  vast  majority  of  you,  1 am 
convinced,  sincerely  love  America 
and  want  to  make  it  a better 
country. 

You  do  have  ideas  of  your 
own— and  that’s  good.  You  see 
things  wrong  in  our  society  which 
we  adults  perhaps  have  minimized 
or  overlooked.  You  are  outspoken 
and  frank  and  hate  hypocrisy. 
That  is  good,  too. 

There’s  nothing  wrong  with 
student  dissent  or  student 
demands  for  changes  in  society  or 
the  display  of  student 
unhappiness  over  aspects  of  our 
national  policy.  Student  opinion 
is  a legitimate  aspect  of  public 
opinion  in  our  society. 

But  there  is  real  ground  for 
concern  about  the  extremism 
which  led  to  violence,  lawlessness. 


and  disrespect  for  the  rights  of 
others  on  many  college  campuses 
during  the  past  year. 

The  extremists  are  a small 
minority  of  students  and  faculty 
members  who  have  lost  faith  in 
America.  They  ridicule  the  flag, 
poke  fun  at  American  institutions, 
seek  to  destroy  our  society.  They 
are  not  interested  in  genuine 
reform.  They  take  advantage  of 
the  tensions,  strife,  and  often 
legitimate  frustrations  of  students 
to  promote  campus  chaos.  They 
have  no  rational,  intelligent  plan 
of  the  future  either  for  the 
university  or  the  nation. 

The  extremists  are  of  wide 
variety : adherents  of  the  Students 
for  a Democratic  Society  (SDS) 
including  the  Weatherman; 
members  of  the  Young  Socialist 
Alliance  (YSA),  the  Trotskyist 
youth  group;  the  Communist 
Party’s  Young  Workers  Liberation 
League  (YWLL).  Or  they  may  be 
associated  with  the  Student 
Mobilization  Committee  to  End 
the  War  in  Vietnam  (SMC),  a 
Trotskyist  — dominated  antiwar 
group. 

Many  are  not  associated  with 
any  national  group.  The  key  point 
is  not  so  much  the  identification 
of  extremists  but  learning  to 
recognize  and  understand  the 
mentality  of  extremism  which 
believes  in  violence  and 
destruction. 

Based  on  our  experience  in  the 
FBI,  here  are  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  extremists  will  try  to  lure 
you  into  their  activities: 

They’ll  encourage  you  to  lose 
respect  for  your  parents  and  the 
older  generation.  This  will  be  one 
of  their  first  attacks,  trying  to  cut 
you  off  from  home.  You’ll  hear 
much  about  the  “failures”  and 


“hypocrisy”  of  your  parents  and 
their  friends.  The  older  generation 
has  made  mistakes  but  your 
parents  and  millions  of  other 
adults  worked  hard,  built, 
sacrificed,  and  suffered  to  make 
America  what  it  is  today.  It  is 
their  country  too.  You  may 
disagree  with  them,  but  don’t 
discredit  their  contributions. 

They’ll  try  to  convert  you  to 
the  idea  that  your  college  is 
“irrelevant”  and  a “tool  of  the 
Establishment.”  The  attack  upon 
the  college  administration  often  is 
bitter,  arrogant,  and  unreasoning. 
SDSers,  for  example,  have  sought 
to  disrupt  the  colleges  by 
demanding  the  right  to  select 
professors,  determine  the 
curriculum,  and  set  grading 
standards. 

They’ll  ask  you  to  abandon 
your  basic  common  sense. 
Campus  extremism  thrives  on 
specious  generalizations,  wild 
accusations  and  unverified 
allegations.  Complex  issues  of 
state  are  wrapped  in  slogans  and 
cliches.  Dogmatic  statements  are 
issued  as  if  they  were  the  final 
truth.  You  should  carefully 
examine  the  facts.  Don’t  blindly 
follow  courses  of  action  suggested 
by  extremists.  Don’t  get  involved 
in  a cause  just  because  it  seems 
“fashionable”  or  the  “thing  to 
do.’’  Rational  discussion  and 
rational  analysis  are  needed  more 
than  ever  before. 

They’ll  try  to  envelop  you  in  a 
mood  of  negativism,  pessimism, 
and  alienation  toward  yourself, 
your  school,  your  nation.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  insidious  of  New 
Left  poisons.  SDS  and  its  allies 
judge  America  exclusively  from  its 
flaws.  They  see  nothing  good, 
positive,  and  constructive.  This 


leads  to  a philosophy  of-, 
bitterness,  defeatism,  and  rancor. 

I would  like  you  to  know  your 
country  more  intimately.  I would 
want  you  to  look  for  the  deeper 
unifying  forces  in  America,  the 
moods  of  national  character, 
determination,  and  sacrifice  which 
are  working  to  correct  these  flaws. 
The  real  strength  of  our  nation  is 
the  power  of  morality,  decency, 
and  conscience  which  rights  the 
wrong,  corrects  error,  and  works 
for  equal  opportunity  under  the 
law. 

They’ll  encouraged  you  to 
disrespect  the  law  and  hate  the 
law  enforcement  officer.  Most 
college  students  have  good  friends 
who  are  police  officers.  You  know 
that  when  extremists  call  the 
police  “pigs”  they  are  wrong.  The 
officer  protects  your  rights,  lives, 
and  property.  He  is  your  friend 
and  he  needs  your  support. 

They’ll  tell  you  that  any  action 
is  honorable  and  right  if  it’s 
“sincere’’  or  “idealistic”  in 
motivation.  Here  is  one  of  the 
most  seductive  of  New  Left 
appeals— that  if  an  arsonist’s  or 
anarchist’s  heart  is  in  the  right 
place,  if  he  feels  he  is  doing 
something  for  “humanity”  or  a 
“higher  cause,”  then  his  act,  even 
if  illegal,  is  justifiable.  Remember 
that  acts  have  consequences.  The 
alleged  sincerity  of  the 
perpetrator  does  not  absolve  him 
from  responsibility.  His  acts  may 
affect  the  rights,  lives,  and 
property  of  others.  Just  being  a 
student  or  being  on  campus  does 
not  automatically  confer 
immunity  or  grant  license  to 
violate  the  law.  Just  because  you 
don’t  like  a law.  doesn’t  mean  you 
can  violate  it  with  impunity. 

They’ll  ask  you  to  believe  that

“We  have  put  in,  over  the  past 
16  years,  just  in  air  pollution 
control  along,  something  over  $ 1 1 
million,”  Erickson  said.  He  stated 
that  his  company  is  aware  of  the 
problems  and  noted  that  they 
employ  about  5,000  people  in 
their  Geneva  plant,  who  must  also 
breathe  the  air  and  drink  the 
water  of  Utah  Valley.

Thanksgiving 
for  foreign 

students 

Thousands  of  miles  from  home. 
A foreign  country.  Few- friends, 
and  no  family. And  it’s 
Thanksgiving.  Sound  lonely? 

To  the  1,169  foreign  students 
currently  enrolled  at  Brigham 
Young  University  this  semester 
it’s  a pretty  bleak  picture.  And  it’s 
a picture  over  310  families  in 
Provo  are  going  to  brighten  this 
Thanksgiving,  through  the  Host 
Family  Program,  according  to 
Trevor  Christensen,  Assistant 
International  Student  Advisor. 

This  program  is  designed  to  give 
the  foreign  student  a home  away 
from  home.  Host  families 
volunteer  to  have  these  students 
in  their  homes  for  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  dinners,  family 
home  evenings,  and  any  other 
activity  that  will  help  the  foreign 
student  feel  at  home. 

Many  foreign  students  don’t 
know  about  the  Host  Family 
Program.  Only  eight  students  have 
registered  so  far  for  a 
Thanksgiving  Dinner,  and  time  is 
running  out.  Wednesday  is  the 
deadline.  Foreign  students 
interested  in  the  program  are 
urged  to  sign  up,  either  at 
Organizations  Office,  445  ELWC, 
the  signboard  between  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  the  Library, 
or  A-245,  of  the  Smoot 
Administration  Building. 

The  Host  Family  Program  is 
nationally  based.  At  registration, 
the  foreign  student  signs  a card 
stating  whether  or  not  he  wants  a 
host  family.  The  host  family 
generally  hears  about  the  program 
through  letters  sent  through  the 
Alumni  Association. 

Film  presented 
on  environment 

Presenting  three  different 
aspects  of  life,  the  University  of 
Utah’s  Architecture  Department 
students’  film  on  man  and  his 
environment  was  shown  on 
campus  Friday. 

The  slide  presentation  included 
scenes  revealing  problems 
concerning  water  and  air 
pollution,  the  population 
dilemma,  starvation  and  war,  with 
“America  the  Beautiful”  as  a 
soundtrack. 


research  and  its  efforts  to  control 
pollution  and  will  cooperate  with 
governmental  agencies  and  private 
citizens  to  do  so. 

“Our  task  is  to  control  wastes 
so  that  they  will  not  degrade  the 
environmental  quality,”  stated 
Thatcher.  He  noted  that  he  was 
using  the  term  wastes,  in  a broad 
sense. 

Thatcher  told  the  assembled 
group  that  we  are  not  in  a 
pollution  crisis  today  but  that  we 
could  produce  a crisis  very  easily. 
“We  are  at  a point  where 
education  of  the  public  is  of  first 
importance,”  said  Thatcher.  He 
gave  his  opinion  that  a good  effort 
has  been  made  to  control 
pollution  and  that  pollution  of 
the  environment  is  on  a 
down-curve. 

Thatcher  stated  that  Utah  has 
some  good  legislation  dealing  with 
pollution  and  claimed  that 
existing  laws  are  sufficient  to  deal 
with  the  problem  if  his 
department  is  given  more  money 
to  perform  its  task. 

He  said  that  courts  should  be 
used  as  a last  resort  in  deahng 
with  offenders  because  better 
results  come  from  co-operation 
between  his  agency  and  the 
offenders.  He  noted  that  Utah  has 
only  had  an  air  pollution  control 
act  for  two  years  and  that  during 
that  time  he  felt  remarkable 
progress  has  been  made. 

In  response  to  some  people  who 
have  called  for  population  control 
as  a cure  for  pollution  problems, 
Sagers  said  that  overpopulation  is 
not  the  problem.  He  said  Hitler 
tried  to  solve  Germany’s  ills  by 
selective  population  control  but 
only  led  his  nation  to  disaster. 

Sagers  identified  blighted 
housing,  noise  pollution,  lead 
poisoning,  carbon  monoxide 
poisoning  and  solid  waste  disposal 
as  other  areas  of  pollution  that 
deserve  as  much  concern  as  air 
and  water  control. 

White  and  Baer  both  added 
comments  about  population 
control  as  a panacea  for  pollution. 
Baer  said,  ‘The  problem  is  not 
necessarily  too  many  people  but 
too  many  in  one  place.  It’s  a 
concentration  problem.”  He 
noted  that  if  there  are  100  people 
in  one  place  and  1000  people  in 
another,  the  latter  would  not  have 
just  10  times  the  pollution 
problems  but  hundreds  of  times. 

White  told  the  group  that  birth 
control  of  one  form  or  another  is 
being  practiced  by  everyone.  To 
support  his  claim,  he  said  that 
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each  woman  is  capable  of  bearing 
from  20  to  25  children,  but  few 
people  have  that  many.  He  also 
noted  that  many  parts  of  the 
world  are  suffering  from 
underpopulation.  “In  some  areas 
of  Eastern  Europe,  the  death  rate 
is  higher  than  the  birth  rate 
because  the  people  are  so 
materialistic,”  White  stated. 

Some  states,  such  as  Georgia  are 
considering  an  immigration  quota 
for  their  state,  said  White. 

Thatcher  stated  that  he  believed 
both  Kennecott  Copper 
Corporation  and  Geneva  were 
trying  very  hard  to  clean  up 
pollution.  “I  believe  in  general 
that  the  trend  of  pollution  is 
down,”  he  said.

According  to  McKinlay,  there 
are  three  essential  elements  to 
communication  process.

These  three  may  be  considered 
the  light  or  radiating  force 
eminating  from  everyone,  he  said. 
The  quality  of  this  force,  he 
added,  determines  the  character 
of  a person’s  magnetism. 

McKinlay  concluded  his  speech 
by  saying  that  he  feels  the  highest 
form  of  communication  known  to 
man  is  prayer  and  divine 
revelation.

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Cats  lose  heartbreaker,  14-13

It  was  a disappointed  bunch  of 
Cougars  that  walked  out  of  the 
visitors’  dressing  quarters  in  Ute 
Stadium  late  Saturday  afternoon. 

They  had  just  lost  a 
heartbreaker  to  highly  favored 
Utah,  14-13. 

They  had  wanted  a win  so 
badly.  The  season  had  been  such  a 
frustrating  one,  and  the  Cats  had 
hoped  to  salvage  as  much  as 
possible  with  an  upset  win  over 
their  arch-rivals  from  the  North. 

A hard-working  BYU  coaching 
staff  had  seen  1 1 starters  forced 
to  the  sidelines  with  crippling 
injuries.  In  their  places  were 
inserted  untried  and 
inexperienced  sophomores— eight 
on  the  offensive  unit  alone. 

Now,  it  came  down  to  the  BIG 
game  of  the  year.  The  Cougars 
were  3-7— but  a win  would  make  a 
lot  of  people  forget  a lot  of 
things,  including  a 4-7  record. 

But  it  just  wasn’t  to  be. 

BYU  jumped  off  to  a 10-0  lead 
in  the  opening  quarter  and  things 
looked  rosy  for  the  Big  Blue.  But 
then  there  was  the  deflected  pass 
interception  and  Utah  was  back  in 
the  ball  game  at  10-7. 

Late  in  the  second  stanza  BYU 
got  off  its  best  drive  of  the 
afternoon,  moving  from  their  own 
20  yard  line  to  the  Ute  25,  where 
Joe  “The  Toe”  Liljenquist  booted 
a 42  yard  field  as  time  ran  out  to 
. give  the  Cougars  a surprising  1 3-7 
halftime  lead. 

During  the  drive,  quarterback 
Brian  Gunderson  did  a beautiful 
job  of  play-calling.  The 
sophomore  QB  handed  off  to  his 
backs  for  long  gains,  while  at  the 
same  time  using  his  timeouts  and 
sideline  passes  perfectly  to  stop 
the  clock. 

Fullback  Eddie  Nichols  gained 
26  yards  rushing  on  the  sustained 
march,  while  setback  Pete  Van 
Valkenberg  ran  for  23. 

BYU  used  a split-T  offense  all 
day  long  against  the  Utes,  with 
three  running  backs  set  behind 
Gunderson  and  only  one  wide 
receiver. 

The  new  look  was  especially 
effective  in  the  first  half  as  the 
BYU  backs  galloped  for  139 
yards.  The  Ute  defense  started  to 
shut  off  the  Cats’  strong  ground 
attack  in  the  second  half  though, 
holding  them  to  85  yards  after 
intermission. 

That  fact  made  many  people

wonder  why  the  Cougars  didn’t 
throw  the  ball  more. 

BYU  backfield  coach  Les  Miller 
said  the  reason  the  Cats  didn’t 
throw  was  because  “we  felt  we 
could  continue  to  run  straight  at 
the  Utah  line.” 


“Even  though  we  weren’t 
moving  the  ball  as  well  in  the 
second  half,  it  wasn’t  because  of 
any  adjustment  they  made.  The 
plays  were  still  there,  but  we  just 
didn’t  execute  them  as  well  as  we 
did  in  the  first  half,”  explained 
Coach  Miller.  “And,  of  course, 
our  split-T  formation  is  not  geared 
to  the  passing  game,”  he  added. 

Gunderson  threw  the  football 
only  13  time,  completing  seven 
for  63  yards.  There  were  two 
interceptions. 

The  first  one  gave  the  Redskins 
their  first  TD.  It  came  midway  of 
the  second  quarter.  Dan  Bowers 
deflected  a pass  from  Gunderson, 
and  the  ball  came  down  into  the 
arms  of  Utah’s  Dave  Walker  who 
ran  it  46  yards  to  paydirt. 

Walker  definitely  established 
himself  as  the  Utah  hero  late  in 
the  third  quarter  when  he  hauled 
in  a Liljenquist  punt  on  the 
Redskin  15  yard  line,  evaded  a 
tackle  by  John  Monahan,  and 
broke  down  the  right  sideline  for 
85  yards  and  the  tying 
touchdown.  Marv  Bateman 
booted  the  PAT  to  give  the  Utes 
the  margin  of  victory. 

Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  was 
visibly  disappointed  after  finally 
coming  out  of  the  dressing  room. 
But  he  had  nothing  but  praise  for 
his  gallant  crew. 

“I’m  really  proud  of  them,”  he 
said.  “They  played  well  enough  to 


heckava  job. 

The  Cougar  defense,  which  had 
been  treated  roughly  in  its  last 
two  outings  against  Colorado 
State  and  New  Mexico,  did  an 
excellent  job  Saturday.  They  held 
the  Utah  offense  scoreless. 

And  as  a matter  of  fact,  it  was 
the  defense  that  set  up  the  Cats’ 
touchdown  and  first  field  goal. 
Middle  linebacker  Ted  Nelson 
broke  through  and  blocked  a Marv 
Bateman  punt  and  then  pounced 
on  it  himself  at  the  Utah  35. 

It  was  the  first  punt  Utah  has 
had  blocked  in  two  years. 

After  the  recovery,  the  Cougars 
moved  the  35  yards  in  eight  plays, 
with  Pete  Van  Valkenberg  driving 
in  from  one  yard  out. 

Outside  linebacker  JeffLyman 
later  recovered  a fumble  at  the 
Ute  16  yard  line,  setting  up 
Liljenquist’s  first  field  goal,  a 
26-yarder.

Frown  on  war  ‘dehumanizing’

In  an  address  last  week  before 
the  College  Republicans  Club 
ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton 
called  war  “dehumanizing”  from 
the  standpoint  that  it  makes 
“objects”  out  of  people. 

“Every  war  has  had  God  in  it  as 
a factor,”  he  said.  “Can  anything 
be  more  ironic”  than  mankind 
involving  “God  to  help  him  bring 
our  fellowman  to  the  state  of 
objects.” 

Vice-president  Jon  Ferguson, 
who  shared  the  same  program, 
previous  to  Walton’s  talk  said  that 
society  values  the  “normal”  man, 
educating  children  to  lose 
themselves,  becoming  absurd  and 
thus  “normal.” 

He  quoted  from  a post-World 


War  II  speech  of  the  famed 
French  humanist  Albert  Camus: 

“The  poison  that  impregnated 
Hitlerism  has  not  been  eliminated. 
It  is  present  in  each  of  us. 
Whoever  today  speaks  of  human 
existence  in  terms  of  power, 
efficiency  and  historical  past, 
spreads  it.  He  is  the  actual  or 
potential  assassin. 

“We  must  seek  to  become 
human;  we  must  speak  of  men  as 
men  and  not  machines;  we  must 
live  for  brotherhood  and  not  for 
power;  we  must  begin  to  love  each 
other  not  as  objects  for  our  own 
advantage  and  our  own 
gratification  but  as  fellow  human 
beings;  we  must  rise  above  the 
norm,”  Ferguson  said. 


Guinea  resists  invaders 


ABIDJAN,  IVORY  COAST 
■ (UPI)  — The  Republic  of  Guinea 
said  Sunday  about  350  European 
and  African  mercenaries  staged  a 
seaborne  invasion  of  the  country 
but  were  repulsed  in  their  efforts 
to  topple  the  government  of 
President  Sekou  Toure  and 
impose  Portuguese  control. 

Radio  Conakry,  broadcasting 
from  the  Guinean  capital  and 
monitored  in  this  neighboring 
country  of  West  Africa,  said  “All 


points  of  resistance  have  been 
overcome,  and  (Guinean) 
militants  in  uniform  effectively 
control  the  whole  city  and  have 
taken  necessary  dispositions  in 
case  of  a new  attack.” 

The  radio  communique  said, 
however,  that  another  attack  was 
expected  because  “certain 
mercenaries  have  informed  us  of 
the  intention  of  their  Portuguese 
leaders  to  send  back  ships  tonight 
to  allow  still-resisting  mercenaries 
to  re-embark.” 


Walton  challenged  students  to 
educate  themselves,  to  “question 
and  ask  about  almost  everything.” 

He  quoted  a speech  made  to 
BYU  students  in  May  1969  by 
Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown:  “We  call 
upon  you  students  to  exercise 
your  God-given  right  to  think  out 
every  proposition  that  is  given  to 
you  and  be  unafraid  to  express 
your  opinion.  Preserve  then  the 
freedom  of  your  mind  in 
education,  in  religion  and  be 
unafraid  to  express  your  thoughts 
and  to  insist  upon  the  right  to 
examine  every  proposition.” 

Both  Walton  and  Ferguson  then 
invited  “questions  to  open  as 
topics”  the  issues  which  have 
plagued  BYU  campus  in  the  past 
few  weeks.  No  one  responded.
